A t the time o f their m arriag e, lord .Melhounie 
had no H('(|n lintanee xx halever with either of the parties. 
In Ju ly , 1825), Mrs N orton gave birth to a child, and the 
actpiaintanee betxveen the family o f M r Norton and lord 
M elhonine first eomiiienced in 18.31. 
In that year there 
was a change in the eommission o f bankruptcy, ttnd Mrs 
Norton then wrote to lord Mellioiirne for an appointm ent 
for her husband. 
I 'h e reanlt of this letter was, th at lord 
Melhmirne called upon Mrs N orton, an d he shortly afler- 
xxard appointed M r N orton a imlice m agistrate ol the 
W hitechapel district. 
T’lie appoiiilinei't took place in 
A pril, 1831. 
Noxv that appointm ent rendered il necessa­ 
ry that Mr N orton should be ali.sent Iroin home a good 
deal. 
Ill* left home every tnoiniug, ami very seldom re- 
tnrne I until the hour o f dinner in llie evening; and som e­ 
times it was even neces.sary that he should dine from home 
to attentl to his thiiies at the police office. 
Let tlie jury 
reniark, th at, im m ediately after this, lord .Melbourne, wlio 
had no acqiiantance xxhatevi;r xvith die family before, now 
becatne a constant visiter at S lorey ’s-gale. 
fie ( S i r \ V . 
Follett) would not say that lii.s lordship’s vis't^ w'fre co n ­ 
fined to the 
periods o f M r N o rto n ’s absence. 
H e on 
several occasions had visited Imth. 
H e had dined in the 
hou.se of .Mr N orton, and wa.s received with all the con­ 
sideration w hirh w as dictated by the feeling.« o f tlial gen- 
tieinan, who feit the most inihottiided gratitude to lord 
Melhoni ne for his kind offices. 
H e said Ids lordship had 
tlined with both on several occasions, but it was fartlier to 
be rem ark ed , that lie was eonstantly at ilie liouse in the 
absence ol M r N orton, 
He came to the house, after rpiit- 
ling the home office (th e departm ent hi.« lord.ship then 
held,) three or four tim es every w(*ek. 
H is lordship was, 
however, in the habit of leaving the house helore the r e ­ 
turn of M r N orton. 
Shortly after this, a crimitial in te r ­ 
course unhappily commenced hctvveen them , which contin­ 
ued for a long tune. 
Shortly alter (he cominencement o f lord M elliourne’s 
visits it appeared th at Mrs. N orton gave orders, that 
whenever his lordship was there, no one else was, on any 
acconrit, to be adm itted ; and it would be proved tliat the 
servants, in eompliance with the com m ands o f their m is­ 
tress, denied access to the most intim ate friends, and even 
relajives, when he was there. 
Slie had also given them 
orders never to come into the room unless they were rung 
for. 
Im m ediately after lord M elbourne’s ai rival on sucli 
visits, the xvindoxv-bliiuis were invariably draw n dow n ; 
before the tim e of lii.s arriv al, it was observed, that Mrs 
Norton would go up to her bed-ioom and prepare liersell' 
for bis reception: she would dress herself, arra n g e her 
liair, and perform her toilette. 
W h ile the noble delend- 
ant rem ained there, she sometimes cam e out with her Itair 
ill a disordered state, again xxeiil to her di’essing-room, 
arranged her h air, xvaslied her haiid.s, and again leliirned 
to the room where his loiil«hip was. 
A carriag e, not her 
own, had oii one or tw o occasions taken her from home to 
go to lord Melboiii ne’s. 
N ow , w here, he asked, was she, 
and xxhat was she doing, a joting and heaulifni w om an, 
alone with lord Melbourne'? 
I'bi.s iiiiglit be consistent 
with innoeenee; the parties might lie able to prove that it 
was so ; Init he could not deem it so. 
VV’ hile she vv:»« ill 
— and this must be deem ed a ciiciim stance of an e x tra o r­ 
dinary nalure— lord M elbourne bad gone into lier bed 
room, and rem ained with her one or tw o hours. 
In the 
niaiiners of the present day, llii.s m ust, he repeated, Ik; con­ 
sidered a most t xtraoniim iry ciremiistaiice ; but the case 
did tiot rest here.— T lie s e ix a n ts had gone to the room 
door vvliile he wa.s th ere; and they had seen kisses pass 
lietween tlieiii, and o ther ini|)roper fam iliarities; and had 
moreover, xvitn(*s.-ied cireuiiislances which he (.Sir W , 
F(dlelt) could not evi n mention. 
'I here was a constant 
interchange o f notes iKiiwceii the defendant and M rs N o r ­ 
ton; w here, then, it iiiigiit Ix; ask ed, were these n o te s ? 
W hether they were of a desci iptioo to satisfy the jury of 
the guilt of the defendant, he roiild not tell, and whether 
liiey had been kept o r destroyed, he had no m eans of 
know in g ; for xxheii she left her home, the whole of her 
letters and pajiers rem ained in the house, and M r N orton , 
with feelings which redound to ins honor, did not even 
look at them ; he gave strict injunctions to his Bcrvants 
that they slnmld not l»e removed, but lie did not open or 
read one of them. 
M r. N orlon, iminediately after Mrs. 
Norton had left llie house, went doxxn into the country to 
his brother’s house, lord Grantley. 
M rs. N o rto n ’s broth­ 
er, immediately after the ptaiiiiirt had left tow n, xvent to 
the house, am i, representing himself Kj lie a u lh o riïe d to 
remove these letters and paper«, look aw ay llie whole of 
them ; but if they agiee wiili three others xxliich had lK.*eii 
siibst(piently liaiiid, il was* prohahle that tliey only related 
to his lordsliip’s visits, and the hours at winch he should 
come. 
T h e first of the lelteisso found xvas us follows :

Norlon XXas careless of hi« wife; that liu bad allowed of 
liiose xisits without interruption or m uioiistrance, and llmt 
he made no iiitpiirie« as to what liad pa.sfcediu liis absence ;
